Part V: Room Assignments

Part VI: Skill Levels

to double-check their skills. Everyone brought their license and flipped to the 
skills page. There were different reactions to what each person saw, but even 
Elitia’s eyes shone with excitement when she saw her new skills... Though, | 
couldn’t say that her expression was entirely happy. There was a lot of risk with 
any of her Cursed Blade skills. 


I’ll start with my skills... Whoa, | finally got it!

| was finally able to start taking the second step up in the support-type skills. 
As far as | could see, the amount of support given would change depending on 
my own abilities. 


Since it says your weapon’s attack, there’s a chance that it’ll add attributes 
and special effects from whatever weapon | have equipped. It’d be worth using 
instead of Attack Support 1 if my damage exceeds eleven. 


If these skills overwrote my existing ones, | wouldn’t be able to use Attack 
Support 1 and Defense Support 1 anymore. And if my attack or defense was 
below 11 points, then my support capabilities would be temporarily reduced. 
But since my damage increased as we grew stronger, it would be a bigger 
increase to add my attack than to add the set 11 damage. The current number 
of attacks our entire party could do in one go was near 20, making an 80-point 


difference in damage between the current 11 x 20 and the potential, let’s say, 
15 x 20. 


| wasn’t sure if it was too early to take them... And both Attack Support 2 and 
Defense Support 2 were equally important. 


“Atobe, would you mind taking a look at my skills? | was hoping you could 
help me choose which to take...,” said Igarashi. 


“Sorry, | got lost in thought for a moment there. Sure, | can take a look. Elitia, 
so Skills level up, too?” 


“You can acquire level-two skills now? Congratulations, but keep in mind that 
the number of skill points necessary to acquire a skill is the same as the skill’s 
level,” she said. That made sense. | wondered if the number of skill points you 
got per level increased, since we’d be using more skill points now. If so, we 
could even get four or five points per level. 


If | assumed that the more skill points a skill required, the stronger it was, 
then it would be safe to take Attack Support 2. On the other hand, the support 
wouldn’t be useful at all if we increased the number of attacks that had a 
certain attribute, but that attribute wasn’t effective at all... But then | realized 
something. 


...Right... The set damage is effective, but if we could Poison the enemy... ! 


If we could somehow make it possible to use status effects other than Poison, 
then the whole party could inflict status effects on the enemy regardless of 
their own equipment. 


The other one | was interested in was Magic Support 1, but that would likely 
be most useful when we added a magic-using job to the party. Its effects 
overlapped with magic recovery, too, so there were a lot of instances where it 
would be useful. The only thing it’d be really applicable to right now, though, 
was lgarashi’s Thunderbolt, so we didn’t need it at the moment. 


Outside Assist seemed like it could be an interesting skill based on how it was 
used. Then again, Evasion Support 1 seemed good, but our current defenses 
were fairly strong, so | decided to hold off on that one. 


“Sorry to keep you waiting, Igarashi.” 


“It’s okay. So these are the skills | can take...” She was wearing her knit 
sweater and skirt, so she looked just like she did when we’d been reincarnated. 
Maybe they weren’t used to the feel of the clothes in the Labyrinth Country, 
because both Misaki and Suzuna had also changed into the clothes they’d been 
wearing when they reincarnated.

That’s so coool! | want 
something like that,” said Misaki. 


“| don’t think you can change jobs from Gambler to Valkyrie. You could 
possibly change from Shrine Maiden to Valkyrie, though,” said Elitia. Misaki 
slumped her shoulders in disappointment. 


“Snow Country Skin... What a lovely name...,” said Suzuna. She also seemed 
interested, but since she and Misaki were the youngest in the group, their 
youthful skin already looked glowing and supple. 


Elitia’s skin was also soft and fair since she was from northern Europe, but she 
had dark circles underneath her eyes. Perhaps she was often tired from 
wielding the cursed blade. | used to have the worst bags under my eyes from 
work before, but my face had gotten a lot livelier since reincarnating. I’m sure it 
helped that seeking was such good exercise, and | didn’t have much stress these 
days. 


“Right... | don’t think Piercing Strike is absolutely necessary since you have my 
support damage, so how about you try taking Snow Country Skin?” | suggested. 


“Huh? ...Are you sure? | shouldn’t take it just for my own benefit...” 


“If | thought something else was absolutely necessary for seeking, then I’d ask 
you to take it. | do want you to take Force Target, but there’s nothing else that | 
think we absolutely need right now... | don’t think it’s right to ask you not to 
take a skill that you really want to take,” | explained. 


“It ll be really useful if we run into an enemy that inflicts the Frozen status. 
Um... All right, I’ll take Force Target and Snow Country Skin, then,” said Igarashi, 
using her license to acquire the skills while everyone watched. And then: “...Did 
anything change? | knew it. It’s not the kind of change that’s super obvious.” 


“Uh, | mean... You sorta look overall more like a Valkyrie or something...?” 


said Misaki. 


“Yeah... You still look like yourself, but you seem to have more of a presence,” 
| said. 


“You're just trying to make me feel better. | knew it was stupid to think it’d 
just make me prettier... Guess that taught me a lesson.” 


“Why don’t you look for yourself? | think it’s best if you see it with your own 
eyes,” suggested Elitia, and Igarashi went doubtfully to the dressing room. 


“It makes me think of a Valkyrie standing on a battlefield, snow gently falling 
around her. That’s the kind of impression that | get from Snow Country Skin,” 
said Suzuna. | agreed—lgarashi was already a beautiful woman, so the skill 
made her feel even more like a real Valkyrie or added an allure only warrior 
women had.

From now on, I’m letting you choose all my skills, Atobe.” The skill was 
effective, yet she was unable to see it herself. Maybe changes in attractiveness 
were something only those around you could see. The one effect she did seem 
happy with was the immunity to Frozen, and its usefulness would become 
apparent when we needed it. 


According to the explanation for Force Target, it might be possible for Igarashi 
to force attacks on an enemy, which seemed incredibly powerful, but maybe 
she didn’t receive a skill that useful at only level 3. We needed to test it on 
some weak enemies... Though, | felt bad watching my friends beat up a poor 
little Cotton Ball. 


“..Arihito, I’m sure you’re not excited about looking at the skills for my job, 
but...could you take a look later if you don’t mind?” asked Elitia. 


“I’m absolutely excited! | bet I’ll be blown away if | look at your skills.”

“I’m going to go over my skills tonight with Arihito, so you could talk with him 
now,” suggested Suzuna. 


“You sure? What skills do you think would be good?” Misaki asked me.

“Ooh, you’re blushing. | mean, there is an age difference between us, but it’s 
not like you’re twice as old as me. So does this mean you actually see me like 
that?” said Misaki.

These available skills would be great in a casino... Though, | bet if there were a

“Labyrinth monsters are living creatures and reproduce as such, but they also 
spawn in order to maintain the conditions inside the labyrinths. Conversely, 
when there are too many monsters in a labyrinth, those monsters are forcefully 
ejected via the labyrinth’s first floor entrance.

Keep your guard up!” | shouted 
instinctively.

Just then, | realized something: It was less than twenty-four hours since the 
party had used their Morale Discharge. Morale Support shouldn’t have had an 
effect, but everyone’s morale still went up. 


So after one night... No. Did staying in the nice lodging improve morale? Will 
we be able to get the party’s morale to one hundred before we fight the Named 
Monster? 


If a person’s morale reached one hundred, they could use a powerful set skill 
called a Morale Discharge. Whether or not we had that final trick up our sleeves 
could greatly influence the outcome of the battle. 


Flying Dooms weren’t too much to handle so long as you were capable of 
catching and landing an attack on a flying enemy. Even a level-3 party could 


defeat one. | imagined that Named Monster wasn’t as strong as some monsters 
we’d fought so far, but even if it were a bit of an overkill, | wanted to try and 
activate Igarashi’s Morale Discharge, Soul Mirage, which would give each of the 
party a duplicate of themselves in the form of a mirage warrior and double the 
number of our attacks. That was much better than risking a long battle that 
someone could get injured in. 


Force Target was working on the monsters flying above the Chest Cracker 
shop; the Flying Dooms started to come down one after another into a street a 
short way from the shop. 


“Makes no difference how many of you there are... You’re too slow!” shouted 
Elitia, easily evading the tentacle-ball tackles without using any skills to improve 
her speed.

that | can actually see them heal.

| swallowed the medicine. | couldn’t ask for Astarte’s help in the coming battle 
since Falma and the kids would need her protection, but | was hoping | could 
ask them if | could take Cion along. 


Theresia and Falma were working together to give the rest of the party some 
pills. Falma came back to where | was once she was done and seemed able to 
guess what | wanted to ask based on my expression alone. 


“Cion is still in your party. She thinks of you as a companion, which is why she 
was the first to notice that your party had come near,” she said. 


“Oh... I’m sorry; | forgot to return her to your house’s party,” | said. 


“No need to apologize. I’m the one who asked you to take Cion along with 
you. Actually, | think it’s quite wonderful that she protected you. Astarte is 
obviously brave, but Cion’s grown up to be quite the courageous guard dog as 
well,” said Falma as she petted Cion’s head. Even though Cion was sitting, her 
head was as high as a grown adult’s, so she had to lower it so Falma could 
reach. 


“.. Then, | hope you don’t mind if he helps us again. | would ask her to use 
Covering while | support her to increase her defense, but...| feel really bad using 
your beloved dog as a shield.” 


“Silver hounds are regularly used as vanguards. They’re bigger than humans 
and have high vitality... So please don’t worry. Please feel free to put her in 
whichever position you think would best benefit your party,” said Falma. 


| really felt like Falma herself was quite courageous. She might have retired 
from seeking, but she would need to go into the labyrinth every once in a while 
to maintain her level and skills, so she probably had plenty of battle experience. 


“Mmm... Where am l...?” murmured Elitia. 


“Is this Falma’s shop...? S-sorry, it looks like we’ve caused you some

trouble...,” said Igarashi. Misaki and Suzuna also started to open their eyes 


shortly after. 
“Ah... Arihito, watch out! That weird song—!” cried Misaki. 
“The monster... Did you defeat it, Arihito?” asked Suzuna. 


“Luckily, Theresia and | weren’t put to sleep. Cion and her mom helped out, 
sO we somehow managed to defeat them... We actually captured one, too.” | 
explained about the dangers of Lullaby, and everyone looked warily at the 
Demi-Harpy. Apparently, many monsters became quite cooperative if you took 
away their sense of sight, so we’d blindfolded and gagged her and tied her 
wings to her feet... She’d be dangerous if we hadn’t, but | felt bad for her, so we 


didn’t bind her up any more than that. 
“Mommy, is this feathery girl a monster?” asked Plum. 


“Yes. | think it’s safe now, but don’t get too close to her. Mr. Atobe, since you 
captured her alive, do you intend to hand her over to the Monster Ranch?”

Then, when 
we needed more strength, | could summon them to increase the skills available 
to us... | decided to think about whether or not | could fight alongside a monster 
whenever | came up against something in the future. 


“Please keep in mind that only a portion of monsters can become allies with 
humans, since the majority can’t communicate with us,” explained Falma. “It 
would be best to consider those tentacle monsters in the sky untrainable, for 
example.

Now, you mentioned 
some sleep prevention equipment...,” | said. 


“Yes, that would be these accessories. | have earrings, bracelets, and 
necklaces. Thankfully, accessories that protect against Sleep 1 are fairly 
common, so | have enough for the whole party.” 


Sleep 1—that meant there were attacks that had even more powerful sleep 
effects, and we weren’t set for sleep protection from here on out. | filed that 
information away in my mind, but this should be plenty for now. 


| was considering the possibility that the Named Flying Doom was also 
capable of inflicting status ailments, so | wanted to ask Falma if she had 
anything else. 


“Sorry to ask for more, Falma, but do you have anything that protects against 
other status ailments?” 


“Let’s see... This headband protects against Confusion. Would you like to use 
this as well?” 


“Could we borrow it just in case? | don’t know what the enemy will come at 


us with, so I’d rather have the insurance.” 
“That’s a good mind-set to have. Please take it, then.” 


“| think you should wear it, Arihito, since you’re the leader. | want to make 
sure you have a strong defense since we take our orders from you,” said Elitia, 
and | accepted the headband and put it on as she suggested. It had a metal 
plate on it to protect my forehead, so | felt more protected after securing it in 
such a way that it wouldn’t slide around. 


“All right... Let’s keep an eye out for any other Demi-Harpies and go beat that 
Named Monster,” | said. 


“| wish you all luck. Are you certain you don’t want to take Astarte with you?” 
asked Falma. 


“There’s always a chance something might happen here, so | think it’s best if 
she stays with you. There are other Seekers and mercenaries outside,” | replied. 
“We'll definitely be able to push back these monsters if we meet up with some 
of them.” 


“Good luck, Arihito!” said Eyck. 
“Be careful! Don’t get hurt!” yelled Plum.

Agh!” shouted Ribault, 
holding a shield up as a laser-like beam of heat shot at him.

Ribault was carrying a kite shield he’d borrowed from one of his party 
members and had rushed out to draw the enemies’ attacks. Unfortunately, the 
shield wasn’t enough to completely block the attacks, and Ribault’s vitality was 
getting whittled down. 


In the middle of the square were a number of injured demi-human 
mercenaries and Seekers. Some had taken direct hits from the laser, suffering 
horrendous burns all over their bodies.

It fell and tried to get control of its flight again, but in that moment, 
Theresia leaped toward it and launched a Wind Slash. Forced off-balance, it 
used the last of its strength in one more vain flap of its wings but gave in, falling 
slowly to the ground. 


That got rid of some of the more dangerous enemies here, but we needed to 
capture the unconscious Demi-Harpies. Afterward, we retreated to the cover of 
the buildings, where we saw the person who’d helped us out earlier with their 
chain flail. 


“Leila... Good, you’re all right,” | said. 


That person was Leila, the assistant manager of the Mercenary Office. She 
gave the impression that she was fairly strong, but her red hair was in disarray, 
sticking to her skin from sweat, her leather armor broken in several places.

The area around Ribault as | 
supported him seemed to...twist. | heard her voice in my mind. Before, it had 
been mechanical and self-deprecating, but now, it was filled with fire.

It was like the hand of a giant, 
stopping Death from Above in its tracks despite it being so much bigger than 
Ribault. It crackled and shot sparks of electricity as it wrestled with the brightly 
colored beast. It was the hand of some mechanical person, appearing out of 
thin air to protect Ribault. | had heard Ariadne’s voice, and then that huge arm 
appeared. That meant Ribault was being saved by a Hidden God’s protection... 
and confirmed that the Hidden Gods were extraordinarily powerful beings. 


“Wh-what the hell...? There’s a hand comin’ out of thin air...,” said Ribault. 


“Ribault... Oh, thank goodness... You idiot! Were you trying to get yourself 
eaten alive?!” shouted Misaki.

The attacks cut 
down its vitality, and it was unable to float anymore. It crashed to the ground, 
motionless. 


Suzuna, Cion, Leila, and | combined our attacks to go after the Flying Dooms 
that had encircled Igarashi. With the additional mirage warrior attacks, cleaning 
up the rest of them wasn’t an incredibly difficult task. | realized how much of a 
help it was to have a duplicate of Cion.

| cast a glance across the square and noticed that Madoka was with the rest of 
the party. | went over to them, and she trotted away from the group to meet 
me.

I’m sure you'll enjoy your time 
with Arihito.” Madoka already seemed convinced, and the two girls were 
basically just adding on more reasons she should come. Madoka started to 
weep, perhaps finally feeling safe enough that she could, and Igarashi handed 
her a handkerchief for her to dry her eyes. 


“To tell the truth, | was really thinking how much | wanted to level up and 
learn new skills. But...there were so many of those monsters, and I’ve never 
even gone to the end of the beginner labyrinth. | thought | was totally useless... 
So...,” started Madoka. 


“Don’t give up. A party’s all about helping each other out, and any job is an 
asset at higher levels. | wouldn’t be able to do anything if | were alone,” | said. 


“,..But you’re so much stronger and more capable than me, Arihito. You didn’t 
even seem scared when you Saw all those monsters.” 


“Yeah, he does remain surprisingly calm. But that’s why | think it’s a good 
thing for you to join us. We might be all girls, but Atobe doesn’t do anything 
weird,” said Igarashi.

Not that there’s any real way of 
confirming it, since it’d blow up in my face if | were wrong and it was just a 
weird dream.

Confusion made it so that the affected person chose their target randomly, 
regardless of whether that target was an ally or an enemy. It was similar to 
when Elitia was under the effects of Berserk, but it’d be a horrendous situation 
if more than one of the party was Confused. There’d be no way we could avoid 
taking friendly fire. 


But if you equipped your weapon with a confusion stone, you’d be able to use 
a hypnosis-type skill. Magic stones could be removed after they’d been put into 
a weapon, and you could even equip more than one, so l’d get two status 
ailments | could inflict if | had both the confusion stone and poison crystal on 
my slingshot. 


| took a look at the Demi-Harpies, hoping they had something like a sleep 
stone, but | didn’t see any magic stone-like objects on their foreheads. Oh well 
—we could still have them trained and work together with them, so we’d be 
able to take advantage of their Lullaby on the battlefield if we summoned them.

The damages in District Eight totaled approximately thirty destroyed 
buildings.

Novices avoided the 
Sleeping Marshes, which was prone to monster swarms, so higher-level Seekers 
were regularly asked to clear it out as a preventative measure.

resulting in extensive damages to both the city and its residents... We need to 
make sure to keep stampede risks low at all times in order to prevent 
something like that happening.”

Immediately 
inside was a room for customers to wait in while the work was being done. 
Steiner suddenly asked me a question as they showed us into the forge. 


“By the way, what sort of work have you come for today?” 


“| was hoping to have some weapons strengthened with magic stones and 
ores. I’d also like to have a rune placed in a rune slot...” 


“Aha... A rune!” came another voice. A small girl appeared from back in the 
forge. She wore a robe with a hood pulled up, which made her look like a magic 
user. | somehow felt like she was different from a normal human. Her hair was a 
pale yellow, and her eyes were the deep green of forest trees. 


“Oh, darn it. | just jumped out, didn’t 1? And Steiner was supposed to be the 


one in charge of dealing with customers,” she said. 
“N-nice to meet you... Um, Steiner, may | ask who this little girl is?” 


“lam not a ‘little girl’! Believe it or not, I’m actually your elder. You don’t 
seem to have anything against nonhumans, so | suppose | can give it to you 
straight. |, Ceres Mistral, am the proprietor of Mistral Forge!” The girl threw her 
hood back to reveal her pointed ears. They were like elf ears. 


“Your ears... Oh, you must be a race native to this world,” | said. 


“Indeed. Most reincarnates call us e/ves, but we’re called jades because of the 
color of our eyes,” she explained. 


“Jades... All right.” 


“We are able to work in jobs that reincarnates are not able to choose. In my 
case, that would be Runemaker,” Ceres went on. “And this is a set of armor that 
works using runes. Golem makers are also capable of rendering nonliving 
objects animate, but what’s different here is that Steiner is their own being.” 


“lam strong, as my looks may imply, so | am responsible for the smithing 
work. My master oversees all rune work,” said Steiner. They didn’t seem to 
mind that Ceres had just revealed their identity. If Steiner was closer to 
something like living armor than an iron golem, maybe that meant their armor 
was empty inside?

“Precisely— Wait, what am | saying? | wouldn’t reveal myself so easily if | had 
something to hide. | only decided to tell you who | am ’cause you piqued my 


interest. How could you be so cold?!” Ceres grumbled as she stroked her 
braided, flaxen-colored hair, looking nothing like a blacksmith and everything 


like a little girl. 


“Sir, it is incredibly rare for my master to show herself. | understand why you 
might have your suspicions, but | ask that you put your trust in her. | promise 
you will get more than your money’s worth if you do.” Steiner clapped a fist to 
their chest like a knight would. It looked a bit like a salute. 


“No, | don’t actually think you’re suspicious,” | said. “I just sort of wondered 
whether it was okay for you to tell me your secrets... Are you sure you can trust 
me, considering we just met?” 


“| wouldn’t quite call them secrets. To put it plainly, | quite like you. You have 
no problems letting yourself be seen walking around the city with a demi- 
human, and the two of you quite obviously care for each other. You don’t seem 
to understand how rare it is to see something like that,” explained Ceres. 


“It’s never really bothered me that Theresia’s a demi-human. I’m not just 
satisfied with how she is right now; | want to help her return to her original 
form.” 


“. That is quite incredible. Master, this person...,” said Steiner. 


“Hmph. That is not an easy road you walk, but should your intentions be true, 
then | will be happy to assist where | can. What work would you like us to do for 
you?” 


| showed Ceres and Steiner the ores, magic stones, and rune | had with me. 


“Yes, two elmina iron, a poison crystal, two gaze stones, a confusion stone... 
And this rune—it’s a magia rune,” observed Ceres. 


“Magia... What does that do if you apply it to a weapon?” | asked. 


“You will be able to change your weapon’s attack from a physical attack to a 
magical one. It is useful against monsters who, for example, respond with 
horrific counterattacks when hit with a physical attack, but you can also 
increase its capabilities by combining it with other runes. Though, you would 
need a weapon with at least two rune slots for that,” explained Ceres. 


You could draw out the runes’ true power when enhancing weapons if you 
combined multiple runes. Anyway, for now, I’d just have her put the magia rune 
on my slingshot. Igarashi’s armor and weapon each had one rune slot, so I’d like 
to eventually fill those up, too. 


“| have this ebony slingshot—could you place the rune in this?” 


“Yes, if you wish. | can also add up to three magic stones, so shall | go ahead 
and do that as well? The abnormal status effects will work regardless of 
whether you’re using physical or magical attacks.” 


“Yes please. What can the elmina iron be used for?” 


“Reinforcing armor. It could be used for strengthening weapons also, but 
elmina iron’s greatest strengths are in its durability and light weight.” 


“| see... But | didn’t bring my companions’ armor with me. What should | do?” 


“You can really only ask the Carriers to bring it here for you. If you are the 
party leader, you can display your allies’ equipment on your license. You select 


which you’d like to be modified, and we will handle the rest.” 


“Thank you. Is there anything from this list that you think would benefit most 
from the reinforcement?” 


“Let’s see... These two will see the greatest increase in defensive power if you 
reinforce their armor.” 


Igarashi’s armor and Theresia’s armor were already fairly strong, so they 
wouldn’t see much of an increase, but Misaki and Suzuna would see a 
significant improvement if we modified theirs. They were going to add a chest 
guard to Suzuna’s upper body armor, which would make it easier for her to 
shoot her bow, and | asked them to modify Misaki’s while they were at it. Both 
would become +1 armor, their defense would increase, and they would become 
lightweight. 


“We will work on your weapon until the armor is delivered,” said Steiner.

With this, though, everyone would be able to attack with status ailments if | 
used Attack Support 2. | wanted to test out exactly what effect it would have 
during our next seek. The purple stone was poison, the pink was confusion, and 
the black was gaze, otherwise known as a Stun effect. 


“You should transfer over the rune when you find a more powerful weapon. 
Magia runes are not that uncommon, but there’s usually only about one found 
every three months in Districts Eight and Seven. Even if you tried to compress 
magic stones to make one, it’d take a decent amount of time and luck to do it,” 
said Ceres. 


“Thank you for the information. We still have one more gaze stone... Theresia, 
which would you prefer: to defend against Stun or to inflict Stun?” 


Theresia held up her short sword to say she would like to add the Stun effect 
to her weapon. 


It’d be a shame for you to come all this way with 
your master and not receive any presents,” observed Steiner.

“It’s awful that so many people have been defeated and eaten by this thing. 


But if we’re careful enough, we can beat it. We’ll do it safely, take it seriously, 
and get out with as few injuries as possible. The way | see it, that’s the shortest 
route... But | guess | sound a bit full of myself, telling that to someone so much 
more experienced, like you.” 


Elitia rubbed her red eyes and looked at me. There was no blame in those 
eyes; she just looked at me like she was clinging to me, asking me to help her 
with her body language. She was a level-9 Swordswoman. She’d seen the 
fiercest battles and come out on the other side, so it wasn’t surprising she 
would feel such desperation when she came against an enemy that she had no 
chance of winning against on her own, one that she couldn’t save her friend 
from.

Some of these I’d seen her use before while others were new to me. | could 
look at the details of the skills she’d already taken, but first, | wanted to make 
sure | understood the information this display was giving me. The ones with the 
x were probably Swordswoman skills that she couldn’t select now that she’d 
become a Cursed Blade. 


..5ome of the Cursed Blade skills like Berserk have this » symbol, which I’m 
guessing indicates some sort of inherent risk. And Bloody Roar, huh... We won’t 
know its drawbacks until we select it. 


Even so, Elitia’d already taken one of those skills with the » symbol: Berserk. / 
wonder why? 


“Secrets of the Sword 2 unleashes the hidden strengths of a sword... When | 
had to draw out this sword’s power, it made me automatically acquire the 
Berserk skill,” explained Elitia. So Berserk was a skill that the Scarlet Emperor 
forced on her, and there was no way for the person to get away from the curse. 
On the other hand, | felt like Red Eye was probably a Cursed Blade skill, but it 
didn’t have the p. 


“Is Blossom Blade a skill you’ve acquired since you became a Cursed Blade?” | 
asked Elitia. 


“Yeah. It needed four skill points, but | chose to take it myself. The Brigade 
members praised it as the power of a cursed sword... They just chose to ignore 
the Berserk part of it.” 


“..Even though they knew they’d be at risk if they went along with you into 
battle?” 


“Yeah... | was part of their ‘experiment.’ The Brigade believed they would 
scale the Labyrinth Country’s top ranks if they could harness the power of 
cursed weapons without the risks. They said that | gave in to Berserk because of 
my own psychological weakness, and that | might be able to overcome it if | 


grew stronger... But...” 


That possibility is what eats away at Elitia’s psyche. It pains her to know that 
she might hurt one of her friends. 


“..AS far as | can tell, Red Eye probably doesn’t have any curse risks. Blossom 
Blade doesn’t have that symbol next to it, so | think it’s safe to assume Red Eye 
is no different. But there are a lot of other interesting skills, too. Should we hold 
on to skill points for you to use when you return to a Swordswoman?” | asked. 


“No. I'll take Red Eye. At the end of the day, | want to help the party 
however | can.” 


“All right.” 
“Although... The first time | use it, please make sure you’re not close to me.” 
Everyone nodded in response. Elitia then took Red Eye of her own volition. 


“../| really should have chosen this skill, Hit and Away, before | was cursed... 
Then | could’ve earned Suzuna experience points more efficiently.” 


Hit and Away would’ve boosted Suzuna’s accuracy with a bow and arrow so 
she could have landed the killing blow. Suzuna could have grown much more 
quickly even if it had just been the two of them. 


One plus side was that once she took a skill, she could always use it. That 
meant if she returned to a Swordswoman, we could assume she’d probably still 
be able to use Blossom Blade. 


“All righty, now that you’re done talking with Ellie about her skills, it’s me and 


|” 


Suzu’s tuuurn!” exclaimed Misaki. 


“| haven’t gone yet, either. Should we just do the three of us in one go?” 
Igarashi suggested. 


“All right, we’ll get it out of the way... There’s something | wanna run by 
everyone, too. Today’s a rest day, so | want you all to choose for yourselves 
what to do next,” | said. 


| told them | wanted to go into the Shrieking Wood after this. | explained why, 
and none of them said they would be staying behind. | double-checked whether 
or not Morale Support was working now that we were done resting, and we 


decided to choose our skills, then go try out a new labyrinth. 


Part IV: Skill Selection 


Igarashi showed me her license first. | tried to get up, but she insisted, 
flustered, that | stay sitting and came over to me. 


“You're always on the go. You don’t have to keep fussing over me like that,” 
she said.

“You let me take a nice long 
rest, and I’m grateful...for, like, everything...” 


“Uh...” 


She then went around behind me. | had no idea what she was going to do as 
she placed her hands gently on my shoulders. | practically jumped when she 
started massaging them. 


“Y-you don’t need to be so surprised. | just thought your shoulders looked 
tense... You’re probably on edge all the time because you’re always surrounded 
by girls,” she reasoned. 


“N-no... | wouldn’t say I’m on edge...” Igarashi wasn’t exactly amazing at giving 
massages, but her technique was effective. She had a gentle touch, and before | 
knew it, | started to feel a little strange.

“M-Misaki! ...Sorry, | think I’ll go, too,” offered Suzuna as she stood up 
suddenly and followed Misaki out. We were left in a bit of an awkward silence, 
and | decided to actually follow Misaki’s suggestion. 


“We’re not making out or anything. Seriously, that girl...,” | said. 


“..Are your shoulders less tense now? Or should | keep going?” asked 
Igarashi. 


“Uh... No thank you; they’re pretty relaxed now. It’s weird if you keep 


standing; sit down.”

Skills. Like, could you use Spinning Spear with Double Attack...” 


“| want to test that as well, but the level-two skills need two skills points...” 
While she was talking, her eyes were glued on one particular skill, Wolf Pack, 
which wasn’t at all surprising considering her love of dogs. That skill would 
probably have the most noticeable effect when you put as many guard dogs in 
the party as possible. It did seem that my skills were the only ones that let me 
see the values in number; all the others seemed to be very vague about the 
amounts. 


“All right, how about you take Wolf Pack and one other skill?” 


“Uh... Are you sure? We only have Cion right now, so it probably won’t make 
that big a difference.” 


“Even if it’s a small amount, it’s a constant improvement to your abilities, so | 
think it’ll be effective. | also just think the skill really suits you.” 


“..Th-thanks. How about Ether Ice? | think it’d be useful if | choose skills that 
no one else can do.” 


“| don’t think you should take that right now. The Ether skills summon an 


ether, which is like an object that responds to attacks with a certain attribute,” 
interjected Elitia. | thought she was going to go rest, but she’d come back to 
give us some advice. Misaki and Suzuna came back then as well and gave us the 
herbal tea they brought back. 


“We definitely think you should go for Dance of the Warrior Maiden 1. More 
girl power, then,” said Misaki. 


“You think...2 | wonder what kind of dance it is... Do Valkyries dance?” asked 
Igarashi. 


“It’s not that weird; you have Mirage Step. Dances are made up of steps,” | 
said. If monsters had genders, too, then it would be interesting to be able to 
catch a strong male enemy off guard. 


“Were you in a dance club before, Kyouka?” asked Suzuna. 


“Yeah, my first year in high school... But | changed to a different club in my 
second year, so | wasn’t in it very long.” Everyone seemed to guess why Igarashi 
changed clubs. | did, too, but | kind of wished | could have seen her in her dance 
club. 


“What d’you think, Atobe? Is it better to save the points? | also wanted to 
take Piercing Strike sometime.” 


“Yeah... How about we save one point for now, then,” | suggested. 


“All right, I'll take Wolf Pack... Oh. Wow, | just felt like some strength flowed 
into me.” Apparently, at this level, the amount it went up with just one guard 
dog in the party was large enough for her to feel it. If that was the case, then 
taking Wolf Pack was the right decision. 


“I’m neeext! | didn’t take any skills at level two, so | have tooons of skill 
points,” said Misaki.

“| guess... And if | use it with Dice Trick, then | could guarantee a seven every 
time.” 


“Even if a skill doesn’t explicitly say it used magic, it can still wear you down. 
And there’s usually a cooldown period before you can cast it again, so you 
wouldn’t be able to keep using the skill back-to-back,” explained Elitia. She was 
still able to give us relevant advice even without viewing Misaki’s license. 


“Atobe, what’s wrong? You don’t look so hot...” 


The Magic Number skill was basically the same thing as Truth or Dare. 
Nothing good would come from that skill if Misaki acquired it. 


“Right, how about | take the first three and then Bad Luck?” suggested Misaki. 
“| wanna help you guys out somehow.” 


“..F-fine, but... make sure you only use this second skill when it’s appropriate,” 
| added. 


“It'll toootally be useful! | can’t believe there’s all these fun skills to pick from! 
I’m sooo glad | wrote down Gambler for my job!” 


“You seem like you’re really enjoying yourself, Misaki... I’m glad you got some 
good skills,” said Suzuna. 


“Thanks, Suzu! Get excited, ’cause I’m sure these skills will help you out, too!” 


Well, | suppose Misaki’s a good girl at heart... No harm done as long as she 
doesn’t abuse Magic Number. 


I'd have to keep an eye on Misaki to make sure she didn’t start causing 
trouble. She wasn’t necessarily going to use it for something like Truth or Dare, 
so | couldn’t claim it was an entirely problematic skill. 


Last up was Suzuna. She came over to sit next to me and showed me her 
license. Unlike Misaki, whose skills had the potential to cause so much trouble, 
Suzuna’s new skills were very reassuring. 


Part V: The Monster Ranch 


Suzuna came to sit next to me, and the rest of the party went to the other 
rooms for a moment to get ready for the next expedition. Maybe they felt like 
they weren’t going to gain anything from observing us. There were even more 
skills on Suzuna’s license that really suited a Shrine Maiden. In the Labyrinth 
Country, the job was obviously geared toward support.

I’m not sure what to go with.” 


We could take something now, but they all seemed like they had their uses. It 
might be better to take them when we needed them, like we did with Salt 
Laying. | decided we’d hold off for the time being and pick the skills we needed 
when we knew what we should take. 


It’d be best if we could take all our skills, but that won’t be possible unless we 
get fewer new skills as our levels increase. Elitia hadn’t been aware of any other 
method for obtaining skill points, so at the very least, | can assume that if a way 
exists, it’s as unknown by the general populace as the Hidden Gods are. 


“Atobe, we’re ready,” announced Igarashi. 
“We just finished looking at skills, too. I’ll go get changed,” | said. 


“Check it out, Suzu! | got the chest part reinforced, so now it’s more like 
Kyouka’s and Elitia’s armor!” exclaimed Misaki. 


“Gamblers can only equip light armor, so don’t do anything reckless just 
because your armor is stronger. There’s a limit to the amount | can cover for 


you,” warned Elitia.

“Yuuup, I’ll be careful 


Elitia was trying to tell Misaki what was best for her, but Misaki didn’t seem to 
understand the danger she might get herself in... | was a little worried. 


“You sure you'll be all right...2 You can’t tap out now that you’ve come this 
far,” | said. 


“Hee-hee... | just wanna be with you, Arihito, so I’m gonna keep working as 
hard as | can,” replied Misaki. | couldn’t tell if she was being sincere, but no one 
teased her for it, and she started to blush. 


“Mm? ...Theresia, do you mean you feel the same way?” | asked. 


“Us too. | imagine it’ll be necessary for us to be put on the bench sometimes, 
but we’d rather fight together than be left behind,” said Igarashi. 


As you might expect from someone who chose Valkyrie, Igarashi had fought 
some incredibly powerful enemies so far without ever getting scared. | sort of 
understood why she could learn the skill Mist of Bravery, which got rid of her 
allies’ Fear. Perhaps Valkyries were resistant to Fear? If there really were secret 
abilities, it meant that every job in the Labyrinth Country had incredible hidden 
potential. 


Our current party had seven members as well as Cion, our guard dog. | had 
Madoka and Melissa make our second party and wait in town. As the leader, | 
could manage up to sixteen parties, so the other two still appeared on my 
license. However, as a two-star Seeker, | was limited to two parties for the time 
being. 


Melissa had a butcher’s knife equipped, which was apparently quite a 
powerful close-combat weapon. | wanted to see it in action, but I’d have to wait 
on that. 


“Arihito, everyone, | pray for your success in the upcoming expedition,” said 
Madoka. 


“.. ake me along the next time you get the chance. | want to do some on-site 


dissection, too,” added Melissa.

She was referring to the Black Box we found when we defeated 
the Vine Puppeteer. | had been carrying it around in my leather bag. | took it 
out and showed it to Ariadne, who nodded in confirmation. 


“Are you saying this is dangerous somehow? There’s probably a lot of money 
and equipment in here, but...” 


Ariadne shook her head and pointed at the box in my hand. “Some Black 
Boxes contain armaments.” 


“Armaments... ?” 


“Yes. The proper name is armored attachment. | told you about parts for us 
Hidden Gods. Originally, those parts were held in Black Boxes. However, the 
Black Box you received from Juggernaut did not contain any parts for me to use. 
Instead, it should have contained something in place of a part of my body: a 
small crystal.” 


| realized exactly what she was talking about. | had asked Madoka to 
investigate it, but we still didn’t know much about it. It was the alkaid crystal. 


“Do you mean this? We don’t really know what it’s used for...,” | said, showing 
her the crystal. 


“That is a sacred operation crystal for a sword. It will become functional when 
you equip an armament,” explained Ariadne. 


“Sacred...operation crystal?” 


“You may think of it as an armament controller. Armaments are parts that 
Hidden Gods equip... They are sacred artifacts. These sacred artifacts have their 
own wills; they act of their own volition. In general, they will defend themselves 
so that they are not obtained by others.” 


It was hard to keep up with her explanation because | had to deal with all 
these new words I’d never heard before... But I’d actually bought a small 
notebook, which could be used for things like this, so | pulled it out from my bag 


and wrote down the information that Ariadne gave me. 


“So what you’re saying is that when we open the Black Box, one of these 
sentient sacred armaments might come out... And it will attack anybody who’s 
trying to take it. Is that right?” | asked. 


“Correct. There is danger that all who are in the vicinity will become involved 
in the ensuing battle.” That meant we’d have to ask Falma to get out as soon as 
she opened the box. It might also be best not to take along Misaki and Suzuna.

“Devotion level... Is that us showing our devotion to you, the Hidden God 
whose protection we’re under?” 


“Indeed. | naturally receive devotion whenever | protect you, but | can also 
receive it when | improve Trust Levels with you. Devotion levels do not decrease 
over time, so the protection | can provide becomes stronger the more devotion | 
receive.” 


Ariadne was magnificent when she protected Ribault from Death from 
Above’s attack using her Guard Arm. | was certain my Defense Support couldn’t 
have protected him then, so | knew her Guard Arm was a fairly strong defense 
as it was. If we could improve that even more, we could prevent even greater 
amounts of damage. But how could | improve Trust Levels with her? | didn’t 
think my conversational skills were good enough to increase it just by chatting. 


“So | can assume that we should be able to defend against the sacred 
artifact’s attack if we increase our Trust Levels.” 


“...Hence, why | asked this Shrine Maiden to use Medium. Your devotion levels 
toward me will naturally increase if | do something that you are grateful for. 
One part of that can be if | have relations with you while in this Shrine Maiden’s 
body...” 


“Uh... N-no. There’s got to be another way. Suzuna didn’t use Medium for you 
to do that.” 


“That is the method that requires the least amount of time. It will deepen 
Trust Levels with you and the Shrine Maiden, and you can marry if a child is 
born.” 


“Uh, uhhh...” 


| bet Suzuna was resisting as much as she could... She’d probably be disgusted 
with me forever if | agreed to what Ariadne was suggesting or even hate me. 
Though, it did make me think of the period in history far removed from our own 
in which shrine maidens would sleep with men in order to spread the religion. 
Not that all traveling shrine maidens did that, nor did Suzuna become a Shrine 
Maiden with that in mind. 


“A-anyway... While it might strengthen the party that | am the leader of, that 
is one thing | can’t do.” 


“If you agree... No. | will say no more or Medium will be canceled. We shall 
build mutual trust in a way that the Shrine Maiden approves of.” 


...Wait. By mutual trust, does she mean | need to increase her Trust Level? In 
which case... 


“Ariadne, how about we try something? Sit with your back facing me.” 
“Understood... Though, | question the logic in such a request.” 
“Just wait a minute; it activates every once in a while.”

...? This body feels warm, and its healing processes have quickened. What is 
the purpose of this healing activity?” asked Ariadne. Based on the display, | 


knew that | activated Recovery Support on Suzuna, but apparently, that didn’t 
mean Ariadne’s Trust Levels would increase. 


“| used one of my skills to heal Suzuna because healing builds trust. Though, | 
assume your spirit presence here is more similar to magic?” 


“Yes. The Hidden Gods’ spirits are made from magic.” 


“If that’s the case...it might take some time, but how about this?” | held my 
hand up toward Ariadne’s back and hoped | was right... Hoped that if | 
recovered her magic instead, that Ariadne’s trust in me would go up. 


I’ll give Ariadne a portion of my magic... Charge Assist.

“Ah...” 


This time was different; | could see a change in Ariadne. She was looking back 
at me, her cheeks slightly flushed. 


“A Skill that provides magic. | had not thought of such a direct way of 
building mutual trust. A portion of my spirit is now formed from your magic,” 
said Ariadne. 


“All right, well, if we set aside some time and continue this... It even says on 
the license that your Trust Levels increased. How much was it?” | asked. 


“AS far as | can sense, it was not a large amount, but it did increase. | 
recommend you repeat that a number of times in order to improve the defense 
of my Guard Arm.” Ariadne looked again over her shoulder at me. She pulled 
her hair forward, exposing the pale white nape of her neck, which really 
unsettled me. 


What the hell kind of adult am | for having thoughts like this about a high 
schooler...? | mean, we’re not actually doing anything indecent, though. | just 
need to get rid of the inappropriate thoughts and focus. 


“| have a skill that gives magic. If | use that to recover your magic, then the 
amount | will recover when you use Charge Assist will be increased. You and | 
can create a perpetual loop using only recovery skills.” 


“That’s incredible... If you can give the magic you recover to the whole party, 
then we'll be able to fight at full charge forever.” 


“Unfortunately, | can only provide magic to the person who has entered into a 
contract with me, which would be y...you...” 


“Oh... Sorry, maybe it’s best if you don’t talk right when I’m about to use 
Charge Assist.” 


“..That is not necessary. The Shrine Maiden feels things very strongly. | will 
reduce sensitivity.” 


Ariadne had originally asked Suzuna to use Medium so she could warn us... 
She was a being that protected us, so it didn’t seem out of the ordinary, but | 
was grateful. However, | hadn’t yet realized that night what using Suzuna’s body 
to increase Trust Levels with Ariadne would do.

Ariadne was possessing Suzuna’s body through Suzuna’s Medium skill and 
returning the magic | charged her with back to me, after which | would use 
Charge Assist again. Well, that was the plan anyway, but when it got to the 
point where Ariadne would use her skill to return the magic, | suddenly felt 
really uncomfortable.

“L-look, | already told you...”

The best | could really do was 
explain to Ariadne that men and women didn’t engage in such things without 
good cause. 


There was a limit to devotion levels that Ariadne could have based on the 
party’s level, and it had reached that limit.

“Devotion levels have reached their maximum. Now | will be able to protect 
you with Guard Arm. It will be even safer if you have a companion who excels at 
defense.” 


“| see... Well, right now, Cion, a silver hound, is in charge of our defense. 
Would a guard dog work?” | asked. 


“lam not specialized in protecting beasts. The most appropriate match would 
be a humanoid warrior who is equipped with metal armor.” 


If that was the requirement, the people in our party most suited would be 
Igarashi or Elitia, but Elitia was focused on offense, and it was safest for Igarashi 
if she could dodge instead of taking the hit. 


Specialized in defense with metal armor... The only person | can think of would 
be Seraphina, of the Guild Saviors.
